Committee Investigating Texas 
Crime Tells of More Facts Dis- 
covered. 


BY WILLIAM M. THORNTON

AUSTIN, Texas, Jan. 5.— Fol- 
lowing its sensational revelations 
Friday of drag store sales of 
liquor in Texas, the Senate Com- 
mittee investigating crime re. 
ported Saturday that in many 
places where liquor is sold in 
the State officers of the law 
have an interest in the business 
and in some instances openly 
operate saloons. Also, it is said, 
gambling of all kinds is in oper- 
ation, the saloons are running 
twenty-four hours a day and hard 
liquor “is sold by girls as young 
as 16. The saloons, the report 
said, are visited by women and 
minors. 

The committee said that since 
the repeal of the HBighteenth 
Amendment, the Federal Govern- 
ment has shown no interest in 
enforcing or in assisting the en- 
forcement of the State prohibiti- 
on law except to collect $1,000 
excise tax, which is a license by 
the Federal Government for an 
individual that pays it to violate 
the law. ; 

“Many dealers in Texas haje 
paid the $1,000 license fee to 
avoid being involved with the 
Federal authorities, realizing that 
they can sell their wares without 
any interference as long as they 
are not violating the Federal 
law,’’ the committee said. 

The reports sent to .the com- 
mittee by District ClerKs of 225 
counties show there have been 
8,016 indictments for violating 
the liquor laws and that onlv 
1093 cases have been tried. Of 
these 380 defendants sentenced 
to the penitentiary, 609 were giv- 
en sentences, 104 found not 
guilty, 862 dismissed without 
trial and 1,061 cases still were 


pending Oct. 1. 


None in 62 Counties. 
.."“Our information also shows 
that there are sixty-two counties 
where no one has been indicted 
for violating the liquor laws, and 
135 where during the period in- 
vestigated by the committee not 
a single person was sentenced to 
the penitentiary for this viola- 
tion,’ the committee said. ‘Our 
report also shows that in sixty- 
six counties of the 135 there have 
been issued by the Federal Gov- 
ernment 1,742 licenses to sell 
hard liquor. 

“During the period which our 
investigation covers about one 
out of nine who were indicted re- 
ceived pentitentiary sentences 
while of those indicted for driv- 
ing automobiles while under the 
influence of liquor about 50 per 
cent were convicted and of those 
indicted for burglary three out 
of five were given penitentiary 
sentences. 

Law Called Unpopular. 

“From September, 1925, to 
May $1 1981, there was an av- 
erage of 871 liquor indictments 
returned each month. Fron June 
1, 1988 to Sept. 30, 1984, there. 

was an average of 188 indictmen- 
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cent, and it is undisputed that 
more whiskey is sold illegally 
now than ever before. This shows 
conclusively that the liquor laws 
are ynpopular with the public 
and that the officers and people 
refuse to enforce them. 

“About September, 1934, the 
Federal Government began to col- 
lect from the dealers in hard 
liquor in this State what is 
known as the $1,000 excise tax 
and saying in effect to the deal- 
ers that paid the tax that as far 
as the Federal Government is 
concerned they can _ sell hard 
liquor if they will pay this Fed- 
eral tax. All the tax does not 
have to be paid at one time. 3 


Some Encouraging Features. 

The situation in Texas looks 
discouraging on the face of it, 
but actually there is great en- 
couragement. It is sad _ that 
drunkenness is increasing. It is 
sad that instead of doing away 
with bootlegging, repeal has 
made more bootlegzgers. It is sad 
that legalizing beer has simply 
given brewers and distillers the 
money to buy officers of the law, 
corrupt judges and lobby legisla- 
tives and Congress, subsidize 
newspapers and back their po- 
litical candidates. That is sail, 
but a fact nevertheless. It is a 
sad fact that drunkenness and 
drunken drivers have increased 
fatal accidents on the highways 
and streets in every principal city 
in America, according to the Am- 
erican Newspaper Alliance r2- 
port. “‘Girl barmaids sixteen years 
old,’’ the crime investigating com- 
mittee says. I have some girls 
who will be sixteen before many 
years, and I see the tragedy in- 
volved. For prostitution goes with 
the saloon like maggots go with 
decaying meat. But after all, ther_ 
is a good side to this matter 
which all should see. 

First, events have proved that 
prohibitionistgs were right and 
anti-prohibitionists were wrong. 
Many of the people had been de- 
ceived by the paid propaganda 
of the brewers and whiskey dis- 
tillers. They took seriously the 
promises of the Democratic Party 
and the Roosevelt administration 
to protect dry territory. All alonz, 
prohibitionists have said that 
liquor always corrupts the g07- 
ernment, that to lower restric- 
tions makes more drunkenness 
and that liquor dealers will stop 
at nothing, bribery, threats, cona- 
trolling the press, slandering the 
preachers, violating laws, in 
order to carry on their hellish 
business. The drunkenness, the 
prostitution, rape, murder, and 
other crimes that go with booze 
have never deterred men whose 
souls are so sunk in sin as ft 
wish profit by the downfall of 
those who drink their distilled 
poison. Prohibitionists said that 
to repeal the Fighteenth Amend- 
ment meant the return of the 
saloon. Prohibftionists said ‘tt 
wonld not ston bootlercing. Pro- 
hibitionists warned the  vneonle 
that drunkenness and fatal acei- 
dente and erime would itnerease 
Prohithitionists warned that it 
wonld mean hynoecrisv in goverr- 
ment. with the envernment licenc- 
ine crime and breaking down rea- 
enact for Jaw. when it licensed 
the liquor businesce. Present con- 
ditions pnrove nrohibitionicts were

business. Daily newspapers are 
now warning the people that we 
must start the slow climb by way 
of education, local option, siale 
prohibition and national prohi- 
bition again. Good people are 
certain to see that more liquor 
is being drunk, more laws are 
being broken, more homes are 
being wrecked, and more souls 
are going to Hell with liquor run- 
ning freely as it is, than with 
its use restricted or prohibited. 
The present situation is certainly 
and definitely getting worse. 
Moral and 
certain to be aroused. Mothers 
will be concerned over their sons, 
and fathers over their daughters. 
The present situation, then, will 


steadily tend to arouse the people | 


who want to do right, who want 
good government, happy homes, 
and virtue in Texas. 


The third happy feature of the | 


present situation is that it is a 
definite indication that Jesus may | 
come soon.
